St. Swithix's Day. — There is an old proverb 
connected with the lath of July — "the day we cel- 
ebrate." It is to this effect, that, "if it rains on St. 
Swithin's Day, it will rain forty days following." — 
The origin is as follows: In the year 865 Swithin, 
Bishop of Winchester, England, dying, was ean- 
nonized by the then Pope. He was, at his own re- 
tj^pfc buried in the church yard: but the monks 
thinking it disgraceful for the saint to be buried in 
open ground, resolved to remove his body into the 
choir, which was to have been done with solemn 
procession on the l."»th of July. It rained, however, 
so violently on that day and for forty days succeed- 
ing, as had hardh fever been known, which made 
them set aside their design, and instead erect a 
chapel over his grave. 

Sad Casualty.— We learn from the Shelby News 
that a sad casualty occurred to Mr. Coleman II. 
Brown, of Spencer county, early on Saturday mor- 
ning lant, which resulted in his death, lie was 
going to the field to plow, and, as is supposed, tie 
horse stumbled and threw him otf. One of his feet 
becoming tangled in the harness, the horse became 
ran, dragging Mr. Brown under Lis 
r a distance of some three hundred yards' 
over rocks, etc., and so mangling and injuring him 
that he died within an hour and a half after being 
released.

There were 4 feet C inches water in the canal last 
evening. 

In the Cumberland there were two feet water cn 
the shoals on Sunday. 

A fleet of boats are advertised to leave to-day, but 
none for New Orleans. 

For St. Louis there is the regular packet High- 
flyer, Cant. Wright, with Mr. Halliday in the office. 
She is a capital boat. 

The splendid new steamer Hesperian, Capt. Ker- 
cheval. takes the same destination. She was to have 
gone yesterday, but could not be got ready. Several 
other boats are advertised to leave for the same 
port. 

The W. B. Terry and Thos. Scott are up for the 
Tennessee. The Scott has just been purchased by 
Messrs. Murphy and Brannon, contractors for earn - 
ing the mail on the Tennessee river, and she will 
ply as a regular packet between Paducah and East- 
port. 

The new steamer Maryland and the Yorktown are 
up for Nashville to-day. 

The Superior, Capt. Summons, is tb 
for Cincinnati. 

Another Missouri River Packet. — Hardly can a 
boat for the Missouri river be completed, before 
another is contracted for. Capt. Hilliard has built 
two boats here within about a year, and yesterday 
j he contracted for a third. The Howards are to build 
| the hull, Tellon, of New Albany, the machinery, 
and McClaren & Co. the cabin. 

Dowerman &. Humphreys, of New Albany, are 
building a New Orleans and Vicksburg packet for 
Capt. Cannon. It is to be 285 feet long, and the 
engines are to have 9 feet stroke, with seven boilers.

l^-Ex-Governor Wright, of In liana, the newly 
appointed Minister to Prussia, was in our city yes- 
terday. He purposes visiting his children and the 
relatives of his deceased wife in Bourbon and Scott 
counties before his departure for Europe. 

On the ni-ht of the 13th his political and personal 
frieucs in Indianapolis gave him a grand bau.^iet. 
The Indianapolis Journal has a very amusing bur- 
lesque account of the proceedings, ridiculing the 
distinguished guest, which does not exactly com- 
port with an editorial article in the same issue. The 
latter says: 

The anticipation of the departure of Gov. Wright 
has already opened up the sluices of malignity. We 
heard yesterday on the street thut he had lieen as- 
sailed by the Brightites in the most virulent man- 
ner, and by some iu high places who have no char- 
acter to lose, and no sobriety to govern their emis- 
sions of wrath. We have our own estimate of his 
Excellency, and have never suppressed it. It is 
true we have often laughed at him, and given cur- 
rency to popular jokes about him, but we have 
never failed, when speaking seriously of his career, 
to award him just praise for his abilities and charac- 
ter. Now, on his departure, we wish to see him go 
with good feeling from all parties. He has done 
the State service, and the State should acknowledge 
it. And to assail him now is an evidence of a want 
of manly courage, and of ordinary sense. He can- 
not defend himself, and those gentlemen who have 
degraded themselves by using tnis occasion to cover 
him with abuse, will find it a bad business. He at 
least has a reputation for sobriety that cannot be 
awarded to those whose attacks have been bitterest. 
We hope to see Gov. Wright return with the credit 
of having discharged his duty well, and we wish 
him farewell with all kindness.

The evidence shows that an 
active and enterprising man of business liecame 
embarrassed in hi* circumstances, and was depri- 
ved of the just and fair profits of an honest occu- 
pation, by his efforts to promote a matter of na- 
tional concern.

Operation of the New Tariff. — The New 
York Commercial Advertiser of Saturday says: 

Eight business days have elapsed since the reduced 
tariff enacted by the late session of Congress went 
into operation, and though the clerks of the Custom 
House have been kept bu^ilj employed during that 
time, the fears of a serious derangement of money 
matters by the calls for the payment of duties have 
not been realized. The whole amount of duties paid 
on the merchandise entered for consumption has been 
only a trifle in excess of two and a half millions, or 
a little more than three hundred thousand dollars 
per day. For the week ending last evening the 
amount was $1,894,340, and we have no reason to 
suppose that the ratio of payments will be in any 
larpsr proportion, at all events until the setting in 
of the business 



Purchase of Indiana Bank Loan Bonds. — The 
Commicsioners of the Sinking Fund purchased $43,- 
000 of the alwve bonds at New York, under the pro- 
posals offered to them there, on the 8th inst., at a 
discount of eleven per cent., being 89 cents, clearing 
thus an addition to the school fund, to arise from 
the profits of the State in the State Bank, of four 
thousand seven hundred and thirty dollars. 

They have expectation of purchasing further 
amounts of these bonds at satisfactory rates. 

The State Bank is regularly paying over her cap- 
ital to the State and other stockholders, and we are 
pleased to see the good management of the Commis- 
sioners of the Sinking Fund iu using the means to 
pay off the State debt, with the payment of which 
the fund is chargeable under the charter, on the best 
terms practicable. 

We (earn that they have already added to the 
fund nearly $30,000 by the discount at which they 
have purchased the bonds. — Indianapolis Journal.

Washington, July 14. 

The Navy department to-day received dispatches 
from Mr. Montgomery, the commander of the llo- 
anoke, in which he states that reports from credita- 
ble sources have reached him, such as induce the 
belief that our difficulties with New Grenada are in 
a fair way for a speedy and amicable settlement. 

The adjustment of the present of land to Arkan- 
sas and Missouri by the act of Conpress of 1850, in 
aid of the construction of a railroad from a point on 
the Mi«. issippi river opposite Cairo via Little Kock 
to the Texas lioundary, has been completed at the 
General Land Office and approved by the Secretarv 
of the Interior. This forms the connecting link 
l>etween the Illinois Central and the Texas Pacific 
Railroad. The amount of land already apportioned 
to Missouri and Arkansas is 1,125,000 acres. 

Dr. Eckles, of Indiana, has been commissioned as 
Chief Justice of the United States Court for the 
Territory of Utah. Dolson will lie continued as 
Marshal'. The U. S. Attorney has not vet been se- 
lected. With this exception, all the Federal aj>- 
pointments have lieen made. 

Joseph Fortuuati Henrotine has been recognized 
by the President as Consul for Belgium for Chicago. 

A bounty land warrant for sixty acres has been 
issued by the Commissioner of Pensions to the Hon. 
Hubert Mcl^ne, for his services in the Florida war. 
This is the fifth warrant issued to the Hon. Louis 
McLane's family; one to himself for services iu the 
war of 1812, and one to each of four sons for ser- 
vices either in Florida or in the Mexican war. 

The President has postponed his visit to the 
Springs, and will on Wednesday remove to his resi- 
dence at the Soldier's Home; but will transact offi- 
cial business tlailv at the White House between the 
hours of 12 M. and 4 P. M. 

The President to-day gave the Kaw Indian dele- 
gation an audience in the presence of his cabinet. 
They represented to their grand father fas they 
called the President), the manner in which the 
whites commit trespasses in their reserve, and claim 
the right to the lands designated as their half-breed 
law lands, lying on the north side of Kansas rive r , 
opposite, above and below Lecompton.

At the inquest upon Meyer, it was proved that he 
was a notorious burglar, known as Jack Spr^tt, .»;..'. 
was shot, not in the riot, but while in the act of 
committing a burglary on Broad'wav. 

The rioters in the Seventeenth Ward are making 
extensive preparations for a renewal of the conflict 
with the Metropolitan Police to-night. 

An incendiary circular is in circulation calling a 
mass meeting to put down the Metropolitan Police. 
A meeting has also been held at the German theatre, 
on Fourth street, to make arrangements for an at- 
tack. It is reported that the rioters have provided a 
field piece and plenty of muskets and ammunition. 
The police commissioners are preparing at all points 
in expectation of a renewal of difficulties. Nearly 
three hundred policemen are stationed in the Ward, 
and three regiments have been ordered to report 
themselves at their armory at 5 o'clock. 

Utica, N. Y., July 14. 
By the fire this morning the central portion of the 
lunatic asylum, together with the domes, were 
burned to the cellars, and the east and west wings 
were partially burned. The rear wings were unin- 
jured. The inmates of the asylum were removed to 
a grove in the vicinity, and guarded by several mil- 
itary companies. No lives were lbst. Dr. L. 
Froze, a prominent citizen, it is feared was fatallv 
injured bv the falling of the burning timber. The 
loss is estimated at $200,000.

The military arrangements have been made with 
great skill, and with a view to actual service, and 
to ample supplies for a winter campaign. The ve- 
teran Lieutenant General Scott and Quartermaster 
General Jesup superintend these arrangements. 

There is now no doubt that processes against Brig- 
ham Young and others for treason and felony will 
he issued, and that they will be tried. The question 
between the United States law and Mormon occupa- 
tion will he settled, whether with or without force. 

There is uo doubt that Congress committed a 
gross error when they constituted for Utah a Terri- 
torial government. They had every reason to doubt 
the expediency of permitting a body of foreign fa- 
ment in the centre of the con- 



natics to form a _ 
t inent, and on the route between the Mississippi and 
the Pacific. 

The Mormons, when they were expelled from 
Nauvoo and plunged into the wilderness, intended 
to ret up a separate and independent government and 
claim the country as their own. 

Mr. Vinton, of" Ohio, opposed the Territorial bill 
on this ground. Mr. V. wished then to subject the 
inhabitants of Utah to the laws which regulate the 
unorganized territory of the United States. 

Every man in Utah is a squatter, and is not enti- 
tled to preemption. 

There il no preemption law which can apply to 
Utah, so as to enable its inhabitants to take up for 
preemption lands, prior to their being surveyed, 
once offered for sale or entry. The matter is finally 
to be settled by the repeal of the Territorial act, or 
by attaching the whole Territory, in four separate 
parcels, to the contiguous States and Territories, 
which can be done under a provision of the act it 
self. 

Judge Bowlin, the late Minister to New Grenada, 
has had several interviews with the Secretary of 
State. He brings intelligence of an important na- 
ture; no change having occurred in the situation of 
©or affairs with New Grenada. 

President Osnina, however much disposed he may 
be toward an adjustment of the pending questions, 
is not able to resist the tide of popular prejudice 
against the Americans. 

It appears, too, that the treaty-making power, ac- 
cording to the constitution of New Grenada, is not 
vested in the President, with the consent of the Sen- 
ate, as is the case with the United States, but in the 
popular branch of Congress also, and it requires the 
concurrence of the President, the Senate, and the 
popular branc h to ratify a treaty. 
This provision will render it "exceedingly difficult 
~ adjust the matter upon our terms by a treaty. 



Sailing of the North Star— Departure of Pa- 
rol.— The steamer North Star sailed precisely at 12 
o'clock on Saturday, with the United States mails 
for Southampton and Havre, 177 passengers, and 
£200,000 in specie. Auguste Parot, connected with 
the extensive frauds upon the Northern Railway 
Company, was among the passengers, but his wife, 
to whom he was married on Friday, does not appear 
on the passenger list. That is no sort of reason, 
however, for presuming she is not on board under 
» DO * her name. Parot was accompanied from the 
Kldndge street jail <o the steamer by Deputy Mar- 
shal Theodore Rynders, in whose charge he goes to 
France, and by several other deputies. 

From some intimations coming to the ears of the 
Marshal of a probable attempt at a rescue, the Mar- 
shal attended ut person, and, after seeing the prisoner 
and his custodian fairly closeted in one of the after 
staterooms of the lower saloon, he watched the com- 
' . atom ways, and kept back the crowds which flocked 
to see him. A ptrty of some fifteen in one crowd 
attempted to go below, who said they had business 
with him, but the Marshal sent them back, telling 
tliem there had been a pretty long season for the 
transaction of business, and it was now "too late." 
Kynders was the last man who stepped ashore, as 
the planks were hauled in.

Quartz mining enterprises are resulting more 
favorably, and extensive arrangements are in pro- 
gress for carrying on this description of mining in 
nearly all of the interior counties. 

Continued and successful exertions in wagon road 
enterprises have occupied the attention of very 
many of the people of the State. A stage coach, 
laden with passengers, had made the trip from Oro- 
ville, through the Sierra Nevada, to Honey Lake 
Valley, the western terminus of the national wagon 
road, and has safely made the trip, to and fro, be- 
tween Placerville and Carson Valley. 

The Superintendent and other Federal officers hav- 
ing charge of the western division of the general 
road have left on their tour of exploration and sur- 
vey. They are to locate the line of the road as far 
east as Salt Lake. 

The crops throughout the State promise to be 
more plentiful and harvested in better order than 
was anticipated a few weeks ago. They will not 
fall much below the average of former years, ow- 
ing to the greater quantity of soil sown and planted. 

Of the three indictments brought against Henry 
Bates, late State Treasurer, one only has beeu tem- 
porarily disposed of, the jury having failed to agree. 
The other two are still pending, but will come to a 
trial in July. The accused is meantime at large, on 
bail. 

E. A. Rowe, deputy treasurer, who has been con- 
fined six months on the Prison Brig, at Sacramento, 
has finally consented to purge himself of contempt, 
bv answering such questions as may be propounded, 
touching the mysterious disapperance of the treasury 
moneys. The court of sessions not being in session 
the judge refused his application. 

In the southern part of the Suite, the drouth has 
seriously injured the crop*, and in fact every specie* 
of vegetation. The cattle have suffered greatly, and 
many have died from hunger and thirst. 

No further news of interest from Sonora. All 
doubts of the total annihilation of the Crabb expedi- 
tionists are at an end. 

The flourishing mining precinct of Drytown, Ama- 
dor countv, was altnost totally destroyed by fire on 
the 15th. ' Loss $75,000. 

The City.— The summary of the city news for the 
past fortuight will present little of interest to our 
Atlantic readers. Business of all kinds has been 
moderately active; no pressure or excitements of 
an v kind have taken place. 

No further facts have come to light upon the ru- 
mored defalcations of Col. Haraszthy of the Mint. 
It is said that Col. H. has made over a sufficient 
amount of property to the United States District 
Attorney to cover the alleged defalcation, and ex- 
presses himself as ready and willing to court an in- 
vestigation of his accounts. 

The Indians on the Umpqua Reservation having 
become disaffected, had broke out, and at last ac- 
counts were on their way to Port Orford, where the 
inhabitants were arming themselves to give the sav- 
ages a warm reception. 

Sandwich Islands.— By the arrival of the bark 
Yankee at San Francisco we have received advice, 
to May 21st. The British steamship Pearl had ar- 
rived from Callao, and the American brigantine 
Morning Star from Boston. This vessel belongs to 
some thousands of Sabbath School children in Bos- 
ton and vicinity. She was warmly received at Hon- 
olulu. The children of the Sunday Schools turned 
out in procession and pre->eiitnl the captain with a 
banner, and subscribed also for manv shares of stock.

Counterfeit and Adulterated Liquors. — A 
correspondent of the London Times noticed in the 
list of joint stock companies in Paris, formally sanc- 
tioned by the prefect of police, the name of "the 

feneral company of fictitious or counterfeit wines, 
'his company states in its advertisement that no 
grape juice or alcohol is used, but does not specify ] 
the ingredients. It has a capital of six million 
francs, and the product is sold at from four to eight 
sous per quart. The wines are subjected to chemi- 
cal analysis, by authority, and are said to have all ! 
the taste, appearance, and hygienic qualities of the 
natural juice of the grape. We can see no wrong i 
in imitating wines or any other liquor, if the product \ 
is not sold as genuine; and if the ingredients are in- 
nocent, the mant f .cture o >mes as legitimately with- 
in the sphere of commerce as does the manufacture 
of pure liquors. The wrong is in selling a counter- 
feit tor what it i9 not, and in compounding liquors of 
deleterious materials. The liquor market is flooded 
with such vile counterfeits, and there is but little if 
any guaranty either to the buyer or seller that any- 
thing is good. 

W e were lately told of a circumstance touching 
this point, which, although not unusual, is still valu- 
able as showing the extent of this nefa-ious manu- 
facture of adulterated liquors. Our informant was 
on a visit to a friend, a liquor dealer in a Western 
city, and in the space of an hour saw him transform 
a barrel of high wines into "pure French braudy." 
The barrel was stamped with the custom-house 
brand, and had all the appearance of a sea voyage 
and hard usage. The manufacturer poured in the 
basis of the ingredients (the high wines) and then 
having scented it with about two ounces of the oil of 
cognac, added a pailful of a compound which he 
had mixed from one bucket to another, and which 
was to give it its taste and color. The component 
parts of this last mixture were absolutely poisons, 
directly destined to sap the energy and finally de- 
stroy the life of the poor victims to a habit that leads 
them to the use of such stimulants! Upon this bar- 
rel the manufacturer would make over two hundred 
dollars, and the retailer probably as much more. 
When we take such facts into consideration, can 
there be anv wonder that prohibitory laws should 
be made, or" can any laws restraining'the traffic and 
punishing the trafficker be too severe?

We may flatter ourselves in 
this, but We earnestly think we do not.

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Extraordinary Bkk Hives.— The inmate* of 
one of our largest up town mansion houses, u few 
days since, were surprised to find a large num'ierof j 
bees flying about in two of the upper room*. As the 
little fellows continued to occupy the places, a l>ee 
naturalist was sent for to investigate the matter. 
On entering one of the rooms he exclaimed: "You 
have hooey somewhere heie," and proceeded to 
search for it. On removing the fire-board be discov- 
ered that one flue of ihe chimney was full of honey 
comb which was hanging down into the tire-place, 
and the honey dropping from it; proceeding to the 
top of the house to sound the chimney, h-j found the 
flue full of the comb to the top, and the hee< still at 
work. In the other room he found it the same; one 
flue of the chimney was full, and the bees were in- 
dustriously at work there also. 

The flues of the chimney had never lieen used; 
thev were plastered smooth inside, mid were perfect- 
ly dark, a stone having l>een placed on the top of 
each flue. The bee« had descended the adjoining 
flues, and found small boles about ten inches from 
the top of the chimney, leauingiuto the closed flues, 
and through these holes they had made their way 
in and out. They have, as I supposed, occupied 
these places for three years, having been kept 
warm in the winter bv the heat from the adjoining 
flues. ' * 

On removing the fire-board, the bee«, seeking the 
great light which had broken in upon them, descend- 
ed to the room and gathered on toe windows until 
they were covered to the thickness of three inches. 
It is estimated that there are in the two ti«eg from 
40,000 to 50,000 bees, and from 2,000 to 3,000 pounds 
of honev. — Portland Advertiser. 



Another Asiatic Railway. — We observe among 
other novelties in our last European tiles, that a com- 
panv has been orgauized in London, with a capital 
of ill, 200,000, for the construction of a railway from 
Smyrna to Aidin, a distance of seventy miles, which 
will bring the two cities within three hours ef each 
other, instead of four days, as at present. 

The imports and exports of Smvrna amounted in 
1850' to $25,000,000. That citv * contains 160,000 
people and Aidin 60,000, the latter bees* a converg- 
ing point for much of the inland traffic of that part 
of Asia Minor, on its way to the sealioard. At pres- 
ent 10,000 camels are employed, at a cost of £400,- 
000 a year, to convey produce and merchandise be- 
tween the two places. When the projected railway- 
is completed, all this animal activity will disappear. 

The Turkish Government has granted a conces- 
sion (charter) for the ptojected railroad, takes 15,000 
shares, and guarantees a dividend of six per cent. 
It is more than probable that the creative influence 
of the iron horse will restore the more cultivatable 
regions of A>ia Minor, now almost a wilderness, to 
the fertility, prosperity, traffic, and population which 
distinguished that portion of the world in latter days 
of the Roman republic, and during the reigns of the 
earlier Ciesars. Alas! the bvgone greatness of Asia 
Minor is now only atte-ted by th* ruins of cities and 
temples almost innumerable. The agricultural ele- 
ments and resources are vast, iu tobacco, tiijs, 
cotton, poppies, the mulberry tat silk worms, 
wheat, maize, barley beans, flax, hemp, seeds, 
drugs, d\e-stuffs, wool, hooey, and wax. One of the 
■est features of the speculation is, that there a e 
coal mines at uo great distance. Thus are unny of 
the nations of the earth, that had long pas.-ed awuy, 
about to be resuscitated by the magical agency "of 
steam. 



A Magnetic Whiulwiwd. — We witnessed a sin- 
gular phenomenon while coming from Milwaukee 
to this place last week on a steam tug, which may 
not be new to sailors, but it was something we nev- 
er saw or beard of I * fore. When off Bailey's 
■arW. about three miles from shore, the compass 
ttesran to oscillate from point to point, without re- 
maining a moment at any oi.e pi; ce. until finally it 
acquired a rotary motion aud spun around with great 
rapidity.

Gram Bay Aicooatt. 
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China. — The Singapore co. respondent of the 
London Times says that we have a little dispute 
here between the English and American authorities. 
On the 25th of February last the American ship 
Cceur de Leon, Capt. Tucker, bound to China, fell 
in with the Dutch ship Henrietta Maria. Captaiu 
Tucker boarded her and found she was navigated by 
a Chinese crew only. Their story was th.U they 
had risen against the Dutchmen and compelled the 
captain to run over to Cochin-Chhn R where they al- 
lowed him and his officers to take the boats,* and 
they were trying to make their way to China. Capt, 
Tucker took possession of the Henriette Maria, after 
considerable difficulty, and brought her to Singa- 
pore. The authorities here sent over to Batavia to 
give notice of the circumstances. The Yankee hoist- 
ed the American hag on board the Henriette Maria, 
and Singapore authorities sent over an armed force 
and hauled it down. A Dutch vessel of war now 
arrived and took away the ship, and the Batavia au- 
thorities say that anv claim for salvage can be duly 
decided by the courts of Batavia. Captain Tucker 
then put the matter into the hands of the consul, 
and the American sloop-of-war Portsmouth went os- 
tensibly to see about it, but, as I believe, to take in 
the ratification of the American treaty with Siam. 

The dates from Foo-choo are to the 30th of April, 
and mention the near approach of the rebels, caus- 
ing considerable uneasiness among the merchants 
and wealthy people, who were removing their prop- 
erty. A stoppage of tnade wai , antkipared, and no 
operations in teas could be carried on for the next

Ax Incident of the Riot. — John Meyers was a 
total stranger in the lower part of the city, and, 
while passing from the Bowery to Broadway, on the 
afternoon of the 4th inst., he was shot in the tide by 
a stray bullet from one of the revolvers used on that 
occasion. He remained in utter ignorance of his 
wounded condition for nearly three-quarters of an 
hour after the fatal shot was tired. He crossed Bay- 
ard rtreet to Centre, walked down Walker street to 
West Broadway, and there took one of the Eighth 
avenue cars. He then rode up as far st Nineteenth 
street, and it. was not till the car stopped, and he at- 
tempted to rise and take his departure, that he dis- 
covered that he was shot. He felt quite weak, and 
was unable to rise from his seat. He was assisted 
to his home, and there attended by a physician, who 
pronounced the wound a dangerous one'. The ball, 
it appealed, entered the right side, and passing 
through the cavity of the chest, lodged in the back, 
near the spinal column. The deceased bled inter- 
nally, and died from hemorrhage produced by the 
wound in question. — N. Y. Times.
